Detroit, Oct. 2.—Taking an- 
other step forward in the per- 
fection of its drive-away system 
and to make Sure that its cars 
are delivered into the hands of 
its customers in perfect condition, 
the Chevrolet Motor Company 
has sent instructions to all its 
asSembly factories and dealers 
stating that in the fature no cars 
may be towed on drive-aways. 

“Careful study has shown that 
the practice of towing drive-aways 
may result in inmspairment to the 
towing car, the car towed, or both,” 
said C. E: Dawson, assistant general 
manager of Chevrolet, explaining 
the order. 

“The towing of ene car by an- 
other, no matter how scientifically 
they are coupled, always places a 
strain upon the first car. When 
this is a new car the possibility of 
damage is increased. Its bearings 
are tight and its piston clearance 
is but a few thousandths of an 
inch, causing a tendency to tighten 
up and overheat even under nor- 
mal usage. The chance of over- 
heating is especially great when a 
new car is used for towing. 

“The second car suffers too, in 
many instances, it has been found. 
It inevitably gets the first car’s 
dust, which it would escape if fol- 
lowing at a normal driving interval, 
and it sometimes is damaged by 
stones cast up by the leading car.”

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Liquor Car Seizures 
C. HANCH, general manager of the National Associa- 
* tion of Finance Companies, recently stated that seiz- 
ures of cars engaged in the transportation of liquor cost 
dealers or finance companies which hold liens on such ve- 
hicles a total of $1,449,000 during the year, presumably 1925. 





The Nationa! Association of Finance Companies purposes’ 
launching a campaign to end this particular form of mulcting | 


innocent merchants. 
In effect the seizure and sale of motor vehicles 
found carrying liquor, without regard to any prior 

lien which may be held by a dealer or a finance com- 

pany, places upon these latter the task of insuring 

that cars or trucks which they sell or finance shall 
always be used in a legal manner. Obviously this is 
impossible, and the seller of the vehicle is left with- 

out recourse in case revenue officers seize the car 

or truck in which they still have a financial interest. 

It has long been evident that any attempt to bring com- 
mon sense to bear on the operations of the prohibition law is 
wasted effort. The people who placed this law on our statute 
books are not open to reason. The letter of the law means 
far more to them than the spirit. ~ 

In the present case it is perfectly possible to protect the 
interests of the dealer or finance company which has placed 
the vehicle in the hands of the bootlegger without weaken- 
ing the punishment of the latter. It would be a simple mat- 
ter to sell the seized car and from the money realized pay off 
the lien and turn over the balance to whatever department 
of the government is supposed to get it. 

When the lien holders on a seized car are deprived of 
their chance of getting back money due them because of an 
infraction of the law for which even fanaticism itself cannot | 
accuse them guilty, the United States government is placed | 
in no pleasant light as regards its spirit of honest dealing | 
with its citizens. 


Burdensome? 

OT long ago Sam A. Kozer, secretary of state of Oregon, 

presented a paper on the “History and Significance of | 
the Gasoline Tax,” in the course of which he dev eloped the | 
theory that a high gas tax is not essentially burdensome. | 
He cites his own state, where the tax has been lifted from |! 
one cent in 1919 to three cents at the present time without 
any great outcry. 

On the other hand, in Minnesota, state officials have 
recently put forward the idea of increasing the gasoline tax 
from two cents to four cents, and at the same time of in- 
creasing the license fees on both passenger cars and trucks. 
This proposal has been met by a storm of protest from auto- 
mobile clubs, bus companies, motor truck owners’ associa- 
tions and similar bodies all over the state. As a matter of 
fact, the automobile clubs plan to carry the fight on for the 
purpose of reducing the present costs of vehicle licenses 
making these latter simply a nominal amount to cover the 
cost of issuing the plates and taking care of the registration. 

Evidently the optimistic view taken by the 

Oregon secretary of state is not shared by all motor 

vehicle owners and operators. The Minnesota fight 

will be worth watching, because it gives a chance 

for car owners to prove that if they stand together 

their votes will prevent the enactment of hostile 

legislation.
